NOT SENSATIONAL, BUT 
SOUND 


President Harding’ s speeches are in- 
structive but contain nothing sensa- 
tional, and, therefore, they won't be 
widely read, says an exchange. 


We believe, and sincerely hope that 
the editor is wrong in his estimate of 
the state of mind of the American peo- 
ple. He is right in asserting that the 
president’s speeches are instructive but 
not sensational. They couldn’t be sen- 
sational and be made by President 
Harding. When he was an editor, Mr. 
Harding published a paper that was 
filled from front: page to back with 
matter worth reading by every sub- 
scriber. There was nothing unfit in 
the paper to be read in the family 
circle. That his paper should be of 
that sneDosed was one of Harding’s. 
early rules, and he stuck to it. Mr. 
Harding .was not. a sensational editor, 
he was not a sensational senator, and 
he is not a sensational president. 
deals in plain uncolored truth—in 
which the public ought. to be deeply 
‘interested. 

So much for the president. 

We believe the great mass of Ameri- 
can citizens like that sort of editor, 
senator and president. While it is true 
that most of us—perhaps all of us— 
read the sensational items we find in 
our daily papers, yet that is not what 
we read for, nor do we entertain ‘any 
higher Opinion of the publisher” for 
giving us that sort of information. The 
average reader looks with suspicion 
upon everything he finds in a news- 
paper of the sensational type. He tay 
find passing interest in sensationalism, 
but for dependable information, and 
guidance in judgment, he turns to the 
editor who avoids the sensational. 

This country has had enough’ of 
All through the early part 
of the Wilson administration we were 
greeted almost every morning with a 
“diplomatic crisis” in Mexico or else- 
where. The “diplomatic triumph” the 
next, and yet month after month we 
were just where we had started. Mr. 
Wilson sent a fleet to Mexico and 
landed an army: of 6,000 soldiers and 
marines to enforce a salute.to the flag;

We did fight, 
the peace without victory: is still in 
doubt, and the fourteen points were 
scrapped by their author in an effort 
to subject the United States to the 
dictation of a super-state. Mr. Wilson’s 
addresses: were sensational. He de- 
nounced a majority of the senators as 
“pinheads;” he intimated that their 
heads served chiefly as knots ‘to keep 
their’ bodies from unraveling; he de- 
clared that he would weave the league 
of nations covénant into thepeace treat 
in Such a way that the senate—s co-or- 
dinate body under our Constitution— 
would be compelled to ratify it against 
its judgment. ‘When responsible Amer- 
ican. citizens went to Washington to 
present petitions to Congress, as the 
Constitution gives them a right to do, 
Wilson denounced them as an “insid- 
“gous lobby.”

THE EGYPT OF AMERICA 


The most fascinating spot in the 
western hemisphere today—a land rich 
in long-for-gotten ruins of temples, 
pyramids, monuments, cities and road- 
ways that may antedate the pyramids 
of Egypt—soon will be opened up to 
America, hidden for centuries on the 
sloping jungle lands between sea and 
mountains in the Yucatan peninsula 
and.in Guatamala. 

While Sylvanus H. Morley of the 
Carnegie Institute of Washington D. 
C. now is leading an archeological ex- 
pedition into this “Egypt of America” 
once inhabited by the “lost nation,” 
the Guatemalan government is taking 
steps to make the land-of mystery ac- 
cessible to visitors. A national bureau 
of archeology, ethnology and philology 
has been established in connection with 
a national museum, and liberal pro- 
Visions have been made for tourists 
and scientific expeditions. 

The discovery of important treasure 
in one of the Maya runs, revealed with- 
in the past two months, lias aroused 
at least a score of students in the Unit- 
ed States to seek to solve the riddle 
of who the Mayas were, where they‘ 
came from, how long ago thev lived 
and from whom they learned their 
remarkable skill in architecture, sculpt- 
ure, astronomy, painting and writing. 
This search and the secrets of the past 
it has revealed thus far are described 
by O. M. Kil in McClure’s Magazine 

“Probably the largest, and certainly 
the most magnfficient of the ruined 
cities is Chichen Itz, in the northern 
end of the Yucatan peninsula,” writes 
Mr. Kile. “Chichen Itza seems to 
have been a sort of central Shrine for 
the Maya peoples’ comparable to the 
Mohamamedan Meea and the Christian 
Jerusalem. The location évidently was 
dependent upon the existence of two 
deep natural wells Or cenotes, the only 
ones in all that dry region. One was 
used as a public water supply, and 
the other—, the Sacred ‘Cenote— for 
making sacrifices.

Vallejo, July 25.—According to Os- 
car H. Klatt, vice president of the 
American Toll Bridge company, a 
change in design for the great Car- 
quinez bridge, which is now being 
consiructed between Vallejo and 
Crockett, has been received from D.

‘New York. The change will save the 
company nearly $100, 000 and at the 
same time make it e4 more imposing 
structure. 

The original Aeaita for the can- 
tilever type: bridge called for the 
main central towers to be 150 feet 
in height above the floor of the 
bridge and the design is now changed 
to make them 175 fect high.
